• SBC'l'ION 1. ' Be it enacted by t',e General Aa8embl.!J of the ComlDiMiea-
8ta.te of Iowa, That 001. Isaac Butler and Jacob Bruner, ofere. , 
Tama connty, and L. O. Phelps, of Powelilhiek county, be 
and are hereby appointed Oommissioners to establish and 
locate a State road from Indian Town, in Tama county, to Indian 'fI._ 
G • 11 S ttl • P hi k to GrlllleU. nnne e ement, 10 owes e county. 

t 2. That the Commissioners thus appointed, shall meet Tlme and 

on the first Monday in April, A. D. 1855, or withinJ nine r~~of -', 

months thereafter, at Indian Town, taking to their assist-
ance a surveyor, the necessary chainmen, markers and 
teamsters, and after having been qualified, shall proceed to 
the discharge of their duties according to law. 

§ 3. The comlllisl:lioners, surveyor and assistants, herein P.y. 

named, shall receive pay for their services in establishing 
said road in accordance with the provisions of law in such 
oases made and provided; but the State shall in no Qase be 
responsible for any expense growing out of the establish­
ment of the foregoing road.
